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Preface 

MEMBERS  of  the  Baldwin  family  at  the  23rd  annual  reunion  held 
at  Plain  City,  Ohio,  August  19,  1926,  requested  that  I  prepare  a 
brief  genealogy  for  record  and  reference.  Since  1904  we  have  been 
holding  reunions  in  central  Ohio  and  few  of  us  have  had  any  real  con¬ 
ception  of  our  family  background.  Although  it  is  less  than  a  hundred 
years  since  our  grandfathers  came  into  the  Ohio  Valley  from  the  east, 
distance  and  communications  were  so  poor  for  many  years  that  all 
connection  with  the  eastern  branch  was  lost  and  knowledge  of  our  an¬ 
cestors  generally  forgotten. 

In  1904,  I  left  Ohio  to  attend  college  at  Norwich  University  in 
Vermont  and  three  years  later  I  located  a  Baldwin  of  our  kin  in 
Vermont.  The  old  stock  must  have  lived  in  Topsham  for  seventy  or 
more  years,  but  descendants  of  Baldwin  name  now  living  in  Vermont 
are  very  few.  In  1907  I  met  Judge  H.  T.  Baldwin  and  family  of 
Wells  River.  His  daughter  Bernice  and  I  made  a  visit  to  old  Topsham 
and  the  Baldwin  homestead  on  April  1,  1908.  With  the  assistance  of 
my  father  I  then  laid  the  foundation  for  this  genealogy  and  at  that 
time  collected  the  records  of  many  of  the  descendants  of  our  common 
ancestor,  Jonathan  Baldwin  of  Topsham.  Since  then  I  have  spent 
many  long  hours  in  the  Boston,  New  York  and  Congressional  libraries 
trying  to  learn  more  of  our  Baldwin  ancestry. 

The  most  complete  Baldwin  genealogy  now  published  is  in  two 
volumes:  the  first  volume  printed  in  1881,  and  a  supplement  published 
in  1889,  both  by  C.  C.  Baldwin,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  There  is  also 
a  short  work  called  “Baldwin  Ancestry”  by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Baldwin,  of 
San  Francisco,  published  in  1904.  Jonathan  Baldwin  and  some  of  his 
children  are  mentioned  on  page  513  of  C.  C.  Baldwin’s  book  of  1881, 
but  a  guess  is  made  as  to  his  ancestry  and  as  is  often  true  with  a  guess, 
the  record  there  given  is  wrong. 

In  the  effort  to  connect  Jonathan  with  his  ancestors  and  with 
England,  I  have  scanned  hundreds  of  volumes  including  the  records 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  Buckinghamshire,  Hertford  and 
Westminster,  England,  the  records  of  many  towns  and  places  in  New 
England,  and  the  very  voluminous  Vermont  Gazeteers.  In  vain  have  I 
searched  for  records  of  Sally  Crawford  and  Hannah  Tabor.  With 
the  Pecks  (Ezra’s  wife  w^as  Martha  Peck)  I  have  been  more  successful, 
and  page  52  of  the  volume  “Descendants  of  Joseph  Peck”  by  Ira  B. 
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Peck,  published  in  1868,  gives  information  which  by  tracing  various 
lines,  establishes  the  fact  that  we  had  at  least  one  ancestor  (William 
Allen)  in  Massachusetts  as  early  as  1626  and  several,  including  John 
Peck,  were  there  before  1640. 

I  must  leave  to  some  more  ambitious  descendant  the  task  of  finally 
and  definitely  tying  in  Jonathan  Baldwin  of  Topsham  with  his  fathers. 

I  want  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  any  and  all  assistance  rendered 
in  making  these  few  pages  possible.  We  especially  owe  our  thanks  to 
my  father,  Frank  L.  Baldwin,  who  has  been  collecting  records  for  the 
past  twTenty  years  and  who  personally  wrote  a  portion  of  Chapter  III 
and  all  of  Chapter  IV. 

In  compiling  these  records  I  have  many  times  been  near  to  tears. 
In  several  homes  child  after  child  has  been  taken.  My  own  dearest 
friend,  my  cousin  Mason  L.  Baldwin,  as  fine  a  character  as  I  have 
ever  known,  was  called  in  early  manhood.  But  through  all  the  maze 
of  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  we  cannot  help  but  admire 
the  courage  of  those  who  pressed  forward  and  raised  up  the  woithy 

crop  of  individuals  we  have  today. 

I  know  there  is  much  more  that  could  be  written  than  is  here 
given.  Naturally  some  records  are  more  complete  than  others.  The 
month  and  day  of  most  births,  deaths  and  marriages  have  purposely 
been  omitted.  Emphasis  has  been  especially  given  to  Ezra  Baldwin, 
eldest  son  of  Jonathan,  and  to  James  Suel  Baldwin,  the  common  an¬ 
cestors  of  most  of  those  who  meet  at  our  annual  reunions.  I  beg  that 
errors  or  omissions  may  be  forgiven.  I  have  purposely  especially 
mentioned  the  war  service  of  certain  members  of  the  clan  because  of 
its  historic  interest. 

I  sincerely  hope  these  few  pages  may  form  a  backgiound  to  be 
followed  by  the  record  of  our  children  and  their  childrens’  children.

CHAPTER  I. 


The  Name  Baldwin  in  History 


THE  name  Baldwin  has  certainly  been  know  for  over  1200  years. 
One  of  the  earliest  possible  identified  dates  is  672  A.  D.  in  England. 
The  name  could  have  been  derived  from  several  sources,  and  as  it 
became  common  in  Flanders  and  in  England  at  an  early  date  the 
actual  origin  is  difficult  to  establish.  If  the  name  came  from  the  old 
German  or  Scandinavian  it  means  a  ‘‘Bold  winner”  or  “Bold  courageous 
friend.”  If  from  the  old  Anglo-Saxon  the  original  word  was  Baldric, 
which  meant  a  Prince  or  ruler.  There  is  good  evidence  for  believing 
that  the  name  is  really  of  Norman-French  origin  and  meant  “The 
Keeper  of  the  Royal  Stag-hounds.”  The  French  form  was  Baudouvins, 
and  in  862  the  roval  Baudouvins  of  Flanders  was  created  the  Sovereign 
Count  of  Flanders  and  called  Baudovier  or  Baudouvin  I,  Count  of 
Flanders.  The  term  “Baldwin”  is  early  English;  “Baldwine”  is  Anglo- 
Saxon;  “Baudewun”  is  Dutch;  “Baldovin”  is  Italian;  “Balduinus”  is 
Latin;  and  “Baldwin”  is  German. 

In  778  a  Baldwin,  son  of  Gan,  a  young  French  knight,  was  men¬ 
tioned  as  killed  in  the  battle  of  Roncesvalles.  In  837  we  hear  of 
“Baldwin  of  the  Iron  Arm,”  the  founder  of  Bruges  (First  Count  of 
Flanders,  mentioned  above).  The  name  became  very  prominent  in 
Flanders  in  the  succeeding  centuries.  In  England  it  appeared  with 
more  prominence  about  the  fifteenth  century,  and  about  the  same  time 
was  carried  from  England  into  Ireland  where  the  crest  is  very  similar 
to  the  English  crest  and  the  name  became  known  both  as  Baldwin  and 
O’Baldwin. 

The  story  of  the  Baldwins  of  Flanders  is  believed  worth  repeating. 
“The  Baldwin  ‘foresters’  appointed  by  the  King  of  France,  governed 
the  wilderness  of  Flanders  in  the  Ninth  century.  These  foresters  be¬ 
came  Counts  and  their  descendants  ruled  there  for  centuries.  These 
rulers  were  known  as  mild  and  useful  men  under  whom  the  land 
flourished.  There  were  nine  of  these  rulers  between  837  and  1195 
A.  D.  The  great  crusades  drew  heavily  upon  these  families  in  the 
tenth  and  eleventh  centuries  and  the  Baldwins  were  well  represented. 
Godfey  Bouillon  married  a  daughter  of  the  Flanders  family,  and  some 
of  his  brothers-in-law  went  with  him  on  the  conquest  of  Jerusalem. 
One  of  these  known  as  ‘Baldwin  the  1st’  was  made  first  King  of 
Jerusalem  in  1100.  He  died  in  1118  and  a  brother  known  as  Baldwin 

the  2nd  succeeded  him.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  1124  and  died  in 
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1131.  A  nephew  became  third  Emperor  in  1144,  and  he  married  into 
the  family  of  Commenus,  the  Greek  Emperor,  in  1158  and  died  in  1162. 
Baldwin  the  4th  ruled  from  1173  to  1185,  and  Baldwin  the  5th  lived 
only  a  few  months  as  he  was  poisoned  and  in  1187  Saladin  retook 
Jerusalem. 

In  Constantinople  also  the  name  was  prominent.  A  Baldwin  was 
Emperor  here  in  1204  but  he  was  captured  bv  the  Bulgarians  and  died 
in  1206.  A  Baldwin  the  2nd  ruled  at  Constantinople  from  1228  to  1261.

The  Baldwins  in  England  were  not  idle  during  the  crusades,  for 
we  hear  that  ‘Baldwin,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury’  with  300  foot  and 
200  horse  went  on  crusade  with  Richard  Ceour  de  Lion  in  1120.  There 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  Baldwin  2nd  of  Flanders  married  Elstreth, 
daughter  of  Alfred  the  Great,  and  that  Matilda  Baldwin,  a  daughter 
of  the  Duke  of  Flanders,  married  William  of  Normandy,  the  Conqueror 
of  England,  and  went  to  England  with  him.  Her  sister  married  Tosti, 
brother  of  Harold,  King  of  England  in  1066.” 

If  the  records  were  only  clear  what  ancestors  we  might  claim! 
Indeed  some  of  the  first  American  Baldwins  of  Milford,  Connecticut, 
have  been  traced  to  Charlemagne,  to  Alfred  the  Great,  to  William  of 
Normandy,  and  even  claim  an  established  line  back  to  Noah  of  the 
Bible.  ( Baldwin  Ancestory  by  M.  E.  Baldwin). 

The  Baldwins  which  concern  us  most  are  those  of  England,  parti¬ 
cularly  of  Bucks  (or  Buckinghamshire)  county  and  vicinity.  A  most 
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distinguished  name  is  that  of  Sir  John  Baldwin,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Aylesbury,  and  Chief  Justice  of  England  in  1536.  The  name  John  or 
Jonathan  was  so  very  common  at  this  time  and  later  that  it  is  very 
difficult  to  trace  the  many  Baldwins  through  the  name  John. 

One  of  the  oldest  Baldwin  Coat  of  Arms  is  found  in  the  Chapel  of 
St.  Leonard,  Ashton  Clinton,  Parish  of  Buckinghamshire.  It  consists 
of  a  squirrel  above  a  shield.  The  squirrel  in  natural  colors  sits  on  a 
golden  bar  and  holds  upward  a  sprig  of  hazel.  On  the  shield  are  three 
pairs  of  oak  leaves  (usually  each  with  an  acorn),  two  in  the  upper 
half,  and  one  pair  in  the  lower  center.  The  shield  is  of  silver,  the 
leaves  of  natural  color.  There  are  variations  of  this  crest,  but  the  oak 
leaves  on  the  shield  seem  generally  common — perhaps  they  go  back  to 
the  great  Foresters  of  Flanders. 

The  early  Baldwins  in  America  were  those  of  Connecticut.  Their 
ancestry  can  be  found  in  Baldwins’  Genealogy  by  C.  C.  Baldwin.  A 
considerable  group  came  over  on  the  ship  Martin  in  1638  and  settled 
near  Milford,  Connecticut.  One  Sylvester,  father  of  a  large  family, 
died  on  the  voyage  over.  Richard,  of  Milford,  and  John  of  Stonington, 
Connecticut,  were  sons  who  started  large  families  in  America.  Other 
very  prominent  Baldwins  settling  at  the  same  time  were  John  Sr.  of 
Milford,  Nathaniel  of  Milford,  and  Joseph  of  Milford,  who  were  sons 
of  Richard  Baldwin  of  Cholesbury,  England.  The  descendants  of 
these  five  men  now  living  in  America  probably  exceed  a  hundred 
thousand  persons,  a  very  small  number  of  whom  bear  the  name  of 
Baldwin  today. 

In  the  present  day  the  name  Baldwin  stands  high  in  honor.  Stanley 
Baldwin,  Premier  of  England,  is  no  doubt  of  the  same  stock  as  our 
own.  Here  in  America  the  best  locomotives,  the  best  pianos,  and  in 
recent  years,  for  example,  the  best  radio  telephone  sets,  bear  the  name 
of  Baldwin.  Those  of  us  who  carry  on  can  gain  inspiration  from  the 
achievements  of  the  clan  and  we  too  have  much  to  live  up  to  if  we  are 
to  preserve  this  high  reputation  for  honor  and  achievement.

CHAPTER  II. 


Jonathan  Baldwin  of  Topsham,  Vt. 

According  to  the  information  handed  down  to  us  by  our  fathers, 
Jonathan  Baldwin  of  Topsham,  Vermont,  was  one  of  three  brothers 
who  came  to  America  probably  about  1790.  Two  of  these  brothers 
settled  in  New  England  and  a  third  settled  in  Georgia.  It  is  reported 
that  Jonathan  Baldwin  was  a  member  of  the  old  Baldwin  stock  so 
numerous  in  Bucks  County,  England.  The  Jonathan  Baldwins  num¬ 
bered  scores  at  the  time  and  so  far  it  has  been  impossible  to  connect 
him  with  his  ancestry  through  the  records  in  the  libraries  of  the  United 
States.  Another  report  states  that  Jonathan  Baldwin  married  Sally 
Crawford,  both  being  of  Westminster,  West  Parish.  This  was  first 
believed  to  refer  to  a  section  of  Westminster,  England.  The  records 
available  list  over  100,000  persons  born,  married  and  died  in  West¬ 
minster,  England,  prior  to  1765,  and  no  records  are  available  for  later 
dates.  There  are  but  two  Crawfords  and  a  very  few  Baldwins  on  these 
lists. 

There  is  only  one  Westminster  in  the  world  which  has  a  West 
Parish  so  far  as  can  be  found.  This  is  Westminster,  Windham  County, 
Vermont,  which  was  divided  into  a  West  and  East  Parish  about  1784, 
but  the  records  of  West  Parish  do  not  go  back  far  enough  to  include 
the  date  when  Jonathan  and  Sally  may  have  been  there.  After  a  great 
amount  of  searching,  the  conclusion  is  reached  that  Jonathan  Baldwin 
and  Sally  Crawford  possibly  married  in  Westminster,  West  Parish, 
Vermont.  Among  the  earliest  settlers  of  this  section  were  James  Craw¬ 
ford  who  came  about  1771,  and  Thomas  Baldwin  who  was  a  Juror  in 
1784.  Crawford  is  Scotch,  very  uncommon  in  England,  and  none  too 
common  in  early  America.  It  seems  logical  to  suppose — though  by 
no  means  certain — that  Jonathan  Baldwin  was  a  relative,  perhaps  a 
*  ^77  brother  of  Thomas  Baldwin  and  came  over  from  England  with  him 
and  that  Sally  was  a  relative  of  James  Crawford. 

. Jonathan  settled  in  Topsham,  Vermont,  and  the  two  oldest  chil¬ 
dren  Ezra,  born  1796,  and  Sally,  born  1795,  are  evidently  children  of 
V  W  this  marriage.  Sally  died  about  1799  and  is  buried  in  Topsham. 

Jonathan  then  married  Hannah  Tabor  and  all  the  other  children  are 
from  this  union. 
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Topsham  was  chartered  in  1763  and  organized  as  a  town  in  1790 
at  the  home  of  Squire  Lemuel  Tabor,  the  first  town  clerk,  a  leading 
citizen  who  had  come  to  Topsham  as  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  1781. 
Hannah  was  a  sister  of  Squire  Tabor. 

The  town  of  Topsham,  Orange  County,  Vermont,  lies  back  ten  to 
fifteen  miles  from  the  Connecticut  River  valley  and  like  most  Vermont 
towns  is  a  series  of  hills  with  very  little  level  ground.  Topsham 
village  is  about  fifteen  miles  from  Wells  River,  Vermont.  It  is  a 
typical,  beautiful  little  hill  village  of  a  hundred  or  so  inhabitants.  The 
town  (or  township)  was  early  settled  by  homesteaders  and  reached  a 
maximum  population  of  about  2,000  inhabitants  about  1840.  Like  so 
many  Vermont  rural  districts  there  are  today  less  than  half  as  many 
persons  living  there  as  there  were  eighty  years  ago.  Formerly  each 
farm  supported  a  real  American  family.  Now  many  are  but  pastures 
and  wood  lots.  Topsham  is  naturally  beautiful.  Perhaps  one-third 
of  the  land  is  farmed.  The  remainder  is  covered  with  second  growth 
forests.  Among  the  trees  are  maple,  fir,  spruce,  pine,  hemlock,  beech 
and  poplar. 

The  Baldwin  homestead  was  last  visited  July  11,  1928,  by  Judge 
H.  T.  Baldwin  and  his  daughter  Bernice,  of  Wells  River,  Vermont, 
my  sister,  Mrs.  Alta  Stearns,  my  son,  L.  Chandler,  and  the  writer. 
The  Baldwin  homestead  consisted  of  107  acres  and  is  located  on  the 
north  and  northeast  slope  of  a  ridge  nearly  four  miles  northwest  of 
Topsham  village.  There  is  a  hill  nearly  a  mile  long  between  the  farm 
and  the  village.  The  road  divided  the  farm,  the  house  being  on  the 
north  side  of  the  road  and  the  barn  on  the  south.  So  steep  is  the  lay 
of  the  ground  that  some  portions  are  several  hundred  feet  higher  than 
other  parts.  The  land  was  originally  nearly  all  cleared  of  timber  and 
farmed.  Like  so  many  outlying  New  England  farms  the  Baldwin  home¬ 
stead  has  been  abandoned  since  about  1913.  There  is  still  considerable 
meadow  but  the  forest  is  reclaiming  the  soil  and  a  new  economic  era 
must  come  before  the  farm  again  will  be  occupied  and  cultivated.  In 
fact  since  the  farm  has  probably  not  been  occupied  by  a  Baldwin  since 
1845,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a  soul  in  Topsham  today  who  could  tell 
the  location  of  the  Baldwin  homestead  if  he  were  asked. 

The  house  built  about  1810  is  almost  in  ruins.  Doors  and  windows 
are  gone  and  the  elements  are  slowly  completing  the  wreckage.  When 
built,  the  house  was  a  fair  residence  as  it  was  made  of  sawed  timbers, 
fitted  with  fireplaces,  etc.  There  were  six  rooms.  The  ceilings  were 
low  and  the  windowpanes  small,  and  everything  typical  of  the  houses 
of  a  century  and  a  quarter  ago  in  the  homesteads  of  the  east.  There 
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were  no  porches,  but  doors  both  in  the  east  and  the  south.  The  house 
was  probably  never  painted.  Jonathan,  Sr.,  and  his  wife  Hannah  both 
died  here  and  most  likely  James  Suel  Baldwin  was  born  here.

Two  hundred  yards  west  of  the  house  is  a  fine  spring  of  cold  re¬ 
freshing  water  which  pours  out  of  the  side  of  the  hill.  No  well  was 
ever  needed  on  the  Baldwin  farm.  The  first  log  house,  where  Ezra 
was  born,  stood  near  the  spring,  but  only  a  few  rocks  remain  to  mark 
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the  spot.  The  old  barn  has  long  since  gone.  Several  apple  trees — 
perhaps  a  century  old,  under  which  Ezra  and  some  of  his  brothers  and 
sisters  undoubtedly  played,  were  still  standing  in  1928. 

It  seems  almost  impossible  to  believe  that  Jonathan  raised  his  large 
family  here.  But  he  brought  up  a  fine  group  of  vigorous  offspring. 
The  pictures  we  have  of  his  sons  and  daughters  show  that  they  were 
strong  and  solid — the  stuff  the  early  American  was  made  of.  The 
records  of  the  five  children  which  are  known  show  that  they  lived  to 
be  90,  91,  88,  78,  and  73  years  of  age,  respectively. 

But  though  we  wonder  at  the  economic  struggle  they  had  in  youth, 
we  cannot  help  but  admire  the  scenery  they  were  permitted  to  enjoy. 
Near  the  house  one  can  look  eastward  across  the  rolling  hills  to  the 
great  Presidential  Range  of  mountains  of  New  Hampshire  and  some 
ten  miles  away  the  Connecticut  River  winds  like  a  beautiful  ribbon  at 
the  foot  of  the  hills. 

The  children  of  the  first  Baldwin  family  of  Topsham  for  the  most 
part  married  members  of  families  nearby.  Erastus  married  Lucinda 
Richardson  who  grew  up  on  the  next  farm  toward  Topsham  and  they 
lived  in  Topsham  and  Wells  River  until  their  death.  Jonathan,  Jr., 
married  and  remained  on  the  home  farm  until  about  1840  when  he  and 
Levi,  who  was  also  married,  set  out  for  northern  New  York.  Soliston 
went  to  Maine  and  little  was  known  of  him  thereafter,  except  that  his 
children  were  all  girls.  Our  own  Ezra  married  Martha  Peck  and  lived 
for  a  time  on  the  home  farm  and  then  for  some  years  on  a  farm  about 
a  mile  beyond  the  old  homestead.  He,  too,  left  Vermont  for  New  York 
in  1840.  Only  the  stones  which  formed  the  foundation  of  his  first 
home  now  remain.  Stones  also  mark  the  site  of  the  little  country  school 
house  which  stood  a  half  mile  below  the  old  homestead.  Now,  so  far 
as  is  known,  none  of  the  Baldwin  descendants  live  in  Topsham,  but 
Judge  Hamm  on  Baldwin,  a  grandson  of  Erastus,  son  of  Jonathan,  Sr., 
lives  with  his  wife  and  daughter  in  Wells  River,  Vermont. 

In  his  declining  years  Jonathan  suffered  a  mental  illness.  The  time 
of  Jonathan’s  death  is  unknown,  but  it  was  in  or  near  the  year  1836. 
He  and  the  girls  he  married  are  buried  in  the  little  cemetery  at  Tops¬ 
ham.  Their  graves  are  identified,  but  remain  unmarked. 

Herewith  follows  a  list  showing  the  names  of  four  generations  of 
Baldwins  beginning  with  Jonathan  Baldwin,  Sr.,  of  Topsham,  Vermont. 
The  descendants  of  those  shown  in  brackets  are  not  given  in  the  chart.  In 
the  case  of  male  line  in  brackets  there  were  no  descendants.  Further 
details  are  given  in  the  last  two  chapters.

CHAPTER  III. 


Ezra  Baldwin  and  Martiia  Peck 

(The  first  portion  written  by  his  grandson  Frank  L.  Baldwin) 

Ezra,  oldest  son  of  Jonathan  and  Sally  Crawford  Baldwin,  was 
horn  December  2,  1796,  in  Topsham,  Orange  County  Vermont.  Among 
these  green  hills  he  played  as  a  boy  and  in  the  brooks  that  flowed 
among  them  he  caught  the  speckled  trout.  The  forests  were  full  of 
bears  and  deer  and  he  was  often  reminded  to  “look  out  for  bear”  when 
going  to  bring  in  the  cows  in  the  evening.  On  one  occasion  just  as 
he  headed  the  cows  for  home  he  saw  a  large  bear.  The  cows,  seeing 
it  also  about  the  time  he  did,  started  for  home  at  full  speed.  Ezra 
grabbing  one  cow  by  the  tail,  managed  to  run  as  fast  as  the  cow  and 
all  reached  home  in  safety. 

Not  far  from  the  Baldwin  homestead  lived  the  large  Peck  family. 
Ezra,  in  his  young  manhood,  fell  in  love  with  Martha  Peck.  About 
that  time  Mr.  Peck  returned  to  Royalston,  Massachusetts,  where  he  had 
formerly  lived,  and  took  Martha  with  him.  But  before  leaving  Vermont 
Martha  had  promised  to  marry  Ezra,  and  in  September,  1820,  he,  with 
a  one-horse  wagon,  drove  to  Royalston  and  on  September  26,  1820, 
they  were  married.  He  was  dressed  in  his  first  full  suit  of  homespun 
and  wore  his  first  pair  of  calfskin  boots.  They  loaded  Martha’s  be¬ 
longings  into  the  wagon  and  drove  back  to  Topsham  and  settled  on 
the  farm  where  Ezra  was  born.  And  here,  too,  there  were  born  seven 
children,  five  boys  and  two  girls  as  follows: 

Lorenzo  Jackson,  born  March  2,  1824 
Alanson  Wainright,  born  May  18,  1826 
James  Suel,  born  Feb.  9,  1828 
Eliza  Atline,  born  Aug.  4,  1830 
Lysander  T.,  born  Oct.  17,  1832 
Adolphus  Warren,  born  March  25,  1835 
Martha  Jane,  born  March  21,  1837. 

In  the  year  1840  they  moved  from  Topsham,  Vermont,  to  Essex 
County,  New  York,  where  another  daughter,  Diana  Marie  was  born 
Oct.  12,  1841. 

Alanson  Wainright  died  Sept.  26,  1827,  and  is  buried  at  Topsham. 
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Adolphus  Warren  died  April  10,  1843,  in  Essex  County,  New  York, 
and  is  buried  there. 

In  September  1846  they  started  toward  the  setting  of  the  sun,  with 

Ohio  as  their  intended  destination.  Their  oldest  son,  Lorenzo  Jackson 
had  gone  on  before  and  was  then  in  Licking  County,  near  Newark. 
Their  route  was  by  river  and  lake  to  Cleveland  and  thence  by  canal 
to  Newark.  They  settled  in  Genoa  Township,  Delaware  County,  but  in 
1861  moved  to  Taylor  Township,  Union  County  and  took  up  their  abode 
with  James  Suel  with  whom  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their  days.

During  the  great  civil  war  Ezra  cared  for  his  children  and  grand¬ 
children  as  well  as  was  possible  for  one  of  his  age.  Two  of  his  own 
sons,  Lysander  and  James,  as  well  as  two  of  his  sons-in-law,  were  at 
the  front  and  Lysander  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Ezra  died  February  22,  1869,  and  Martha  January  27,  1870.  They 
are  buried  near  Asbury,  Union  County,  Ohio. 

Since  Martha  Peck  is  just  as  much  the  common  ancestor  of  many 
of  us  here  in  Ohio  as  was  Ezra  Baldwin,  the  following  account  of  her 
ancestry  is  of  much  interest  to  us  all. 

Page  52  of  the  book  Descendants  of  Joseph  Peck  by  Ira  B. 
Peck,  published  in  1868,  contains  the  statement,  ‘"Martha  Peck,  born 
Nov.  21,  1798,  married  Ezra  Baldwin  Sept.  26,  1820,  settled  in  Ohio.” 

This  definitely  ties  up  the  Baldwin  descendants  of  Ezra  with  the 
famous  “Massachusetts  Pecks”  of  whom  Joseph  Peck,  Sr.  who  arrived 
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from  England  in  1638  is  the  founder.  Joseph  Peck,  Sr.  is  of  the  21st 
generation  in  line  from  the  original  John  Peck  of  Belton,  Yorkshire, 
England  (dates  unknown  but  probably  about  the  10th  century).  The 
line  of  descent  of  Martha  Peck  in  America  is  as  follows:

The  father  of  Joseph  Peck,  Sr.  was  Robert  Peck  (b.  1546  and  d. 
1593)  of  Beccles,  Suffolk  County,  England.  The  Pecks  lived  in  Hing- 
ham,  Norfolk  County,  England.  ‘Tn  1638  Joseph  Peck,  Sr.  and  other 
Puritans  with  his  brother  Robert  Peck  fled  from  persecution  of  the 
Church  to  America.  They  crossed  over  on  the  ship  Diligent  oj 
Ipswich.  He  brought  with  him  his  wife,  three  sons,  including  Joseph, 
Jr.,  one  daughter,  two  men  servants  and  three  maid  servants  and 
settled  first  in  New  Hingham,  Mass.  The  family  remained  here  for 
seven  years  and  then  in  1645  moved  to  Seekonk  Plain,  near  Rehoboth, 
Mass.,  where  the  family  remained  for  at  least  134  years.  Joseph 
Peck,  Sr.  became  a  representative  and  a  leading  citizen.  Joseph  Peck, 
Jr.  is  mentioned  as  giving  money  to  prosecute  King  Philip’s  war. 
The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  given  nor  mentioned  in  his  will,  filed  at 
Taunton,  Mass.,  in  1697.  He  was  15  years  old  when  he  came  to 
America  with  his  father. 

“Jathniel  Peck  was  a  man  of  wealth  and  influence  at  Rehoboth, 
Mass.*’  4Ie  was  buried  here  as  was  also  his  wife  and  son  Henry  Peck. 
There  is  no  mention  of  the  service  of  Henry  or  Solomon  in  the 
Revolution. 

Solomon  Peck  left  Rehoboth  and  settled  near  Royalston,  Mass.,  in 
1779.  He  was  a  farmer.  He  had  13  children,  8  of  whom  were  girls. 
Martha  was  number  12.  Two  elder  brothers  of  Martha,  Solomon,  Jr. 
(b.  17/9)  and  James  W.  (b.  1781)  settled  at  Topsham,  Vermont.  The 
home  farm  at  Royalston  was  occupied  by  a  son  Benoni  (b.  1783). 
V  hether  Solomon  Peck,  Sr.  went  to  Vermont  or  not  is  not  mentioned. 
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Possibly  he  remained  on  the  old  home  place  at  Royalston,  or  only 
moved  temporarily  to  Vermont.  However,  three  of  the  daughters  found 
husbands  at  Topsham:  Martha,  Anna  and  Betsy.  As  to  the  two  latter, 
there  is  the  following  notation :  ‘‘Anna,  married  Amos  Golf,  Sept.  5, 
1805.  No  issue.  Settled  in  Ohio.  Betsy  married  Samuel  Goff,  Sept. 
5,  1811.  Settled  in  Ohio.” 

The  Peck  genealogy  shows  that  the  descendants  of  Joseph  Peck, 
Sr.  in  America  now  number  many  thousand,  perhaps  some  tens  of 
thousands.  Of  these  of  course  only  a  small  percentage  now  bear  the 
name  of  Peck. 

Martha  Peck’s  mother,  Anna  Wheeler,  was  of  the  6th  generation 
from  John  Wheeler,  born  at  Salisbury,  Wiltshire,  England,  1618,  d. 
1670.  He  came  to  Massachusetts  in  1633-34  on  the  ship  Mary  and 
John.  (Page  435.  The  Wheeler  Family  in  America.)  John  Wheeler’s 
son  Henry  married  Abigail  Allen,  daughter  of  William  and  Ann 
(Goodale)  Allen.  William’s  father  (also  William)  was  in  Salem, 
Mass.,  in  1626,  which  is  the  earliest  date  for  which  there  is  definite 
proof,  so  far  found,  of  Martha  Peck  Baldwin’s  ancestry  in  America.

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CHAPTER  IV. 


James  Suel  Baldwin  and  His  Family 

(Written  by  his  son,  Frank  L.  Baldwin) 

James  Sue!  Baldwin,  third  child  of  Ezra  and  Martha  Peck  Baldwin, 
was  born  at  Topsham,  Orange  County,  Vermont,  Feb.  9,  1828.  It 
was  among  these  green  hills  that  he  received  his  first  impressions  of 
the  world,  and  here  he  first  attended  school.  He  was  born  on  the  same 
farm  as  his  father.  In  1840,  when  Janies  was  twelve  years  old,  his 
father  sold  his  interest  in  the  old  homestead  and  the  family,  including 
the  seven  children,  moved  to  Essex  County,  New  York,  where  James 
went  through  some  of  the  very  trying  hardships  of  life.  His  father, 
in  order  to  support  his  large  family  was  away  from  home  much  of  the 
time  at  work,  and  the  responsibility  of  supplying  wood  necessary  for 
keeping  up  the  fires  fell  on  him.  Often  he  would  go  into  the  Adiron- 
dacks,  fell  the  trees,  roll  them  down  the  mountain  side  to  a  place 
sufficiently  level  to  load  them  on  a  sled,  and  then  a  neighbor  would 
come  with  a  team  of  oxen  and  haul  them  to  the  house  where  they  were 
worked  into  fire  wood.  By  the  light  of  the  fire  he  would  prepare  his 
lessons  for  the  following  day  at  school.  Thus  by  hard  work  through 
the  day  and  hard  study  at  night  he  prepared  himself  for  teaching 
school.  He  came  with  his  parents  to  Ohio  in  1846,  and  in  the  winter 
of  1846  and  1847  taught  his  first  school,  receiving  therefor  the  sum  of 
nine  dollars  per  month.  On  March  30,  1851,  he  was  married  to  Sarah 
Ann  Barber  of  Liberty,  Licking  County,  Ohio.  (Sarah  Ann  Barber  was 
born  at  Salem,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio,  Sept.  15,  1831.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Ann  (Williams)  Barber.)  They  settled 
on  a  farm  in  Genoa,  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  where  they  lived  seven 
years  and  where  the  following  named  children  were  born. 

Lemuel  Tabor,  March  19,  1852 
James  Samuel,  March  17,  1853 
Mary  Amanda,  Sept.  28,  1854 
William  Luther,  Dec.  22,  1856 

In  the  spring  of  1858  they  moved  to  near  Cardington,  Morrow 
County,  Ohio,  where  Frank  Leslie  was  born,  Nov.  28,  1858. 

In  the  spring  of  1860  they  moved  to  Union  County  and  settled  in 
Taylor  Township,  just  off  the  Marysville  and  Kenton  road.  The 
country  at  that  time  was  a  heavy  timbered,  almost  impenetrable  forest.

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Here,  with  their  five  children,  they  settled  in  a  one  room  cabin  with  a 
big  fireplace  in  one  end,  for  which  was  built  a  chimney  made  of  split 
sticks  laid  in  clay  mud  or  mortar,  plastered  on  the  inside  with  the 
same  kind  of  mud  the  sticks  were  laid  in.  This  plastering  was  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  sticks  from  catching  fire,  though  very  often  the  plastering 
would  peel  off  and  the  sticks  become  fired.  Then  some  one  would 
climb  the  corner  of  the  cabin  to  the  roof  and  with  a  few  pails  of  water 
fight  out  the  fire.  There  in  this  cabin  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1861, 
Martha  Ann  was  born. 

About  this  time  they  built  a  small  frame  addition  to  the  cabin  which 
was  used  for  bedrooms.  In  these  two  rooms  the  family  were  residing 
when  the  call  “/o  arms ”  was  sent  throughout  the  land.  The  South 
had  set  up  a  confederacy — a  government  of  their  own.  They  had  fired 
upon  the  Stars  and  Stripes — the  flag  of  our  country.  They  had  trampled 
under  foot  every  proposition  made  by  the  National  Government  to  re¬ 
main  in  the  Union.  Abraham  Lincoln  had  been  elected  President  on 
a  platform  favoring  the  abolishment  of  slavery.  He  was  already  in 
the  chair  in  Washington,  and  Jefferson  Davis  was  at  the  head  of  the 
government  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  at  Richmond. 

A  cloud  was  now  hanging  over  the  land — a  cloud  not  like  that 
which  hung  over  the  Israelites  camp,  but  one  that  could  be  dispelled 
only  by  the  united  efforts  of  multiplied  thousands  of  loyal,  true 
Americans. 

James  Suel  Baldwin  was  one  of  that  class  and  responded.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  the  old  school  house  in  Sub  .Dist.  No.  2,  Taylor  Town¬ 
ship,  Union  County,  Ohio,  volunteers  were  called  for.  It  was  on  the 
12th  day  of  August,  1862,  that  he  enrolled  as  a  volunteer  to  enter  the 
Army  of  the  Union.  In  a  few  days  he  was  to  go  to  Camp  Delaware. 
About  this  time  the  loyalists  of  each  community  adopted  a  plan  to  go 
in  together  and  assist  the  volunteers  in  getting  their  work  done  up  be¬ 
fore  leaving  home.  James  Suel  Baldwin  had  a  small  job  of  threshing 
to  do  and  had  invited  his  neighbors  in  to  assist  him.  When  the  work 
was  done  he  asked  each — “How  much  do  I  owe  you?5’  All  but  one 
responded,  “Nothing  sir.”  The  one  made  a  charge  for  his  time;  and 
when  the  others  guyed  him  for  doing  so  he  replied,  “I  don’t  help  no 

g - d - man  to  the  army.”  This  remark  came  near  making  trouble, 

but  was  passed  over  by  the  man  taking  his  pay  and  leaving  immediately. 
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James  Suel  Baldwin  served  in  Co.  A.  (officially  known  first  as 
Captain  Lawrence’s  Campanv),  121st  Regiment,  Ohio  Vol.  Inf.  The 
regiment  was  mustered  in  Sept.  11,  1862,  to  serve  three  years.  It  was 
mustered  out  of  service  June  8,  1865. 

The  regiment  soon  after  its  organization  was  sent  south,  stop¬ 
ping  first  at  Cincinnati  where  Baldwin  was  given  quarters  in  a  Medical 
School  building.  From  his  room  he  could  look  into  the  dissecting 
room  and  there  see  dead  bodies  on  the  table.  The  regiment,  however, 
was  not  to  remain  at  Cincinnati  long,  but  was  soon  equipped  and 
armed  with  some  old  “Osier’’  rifles,  and  on  the  8lh  day  of  Oct.  1862 — 
just  27  days  after  the  organization  of  the  regiment — participated  in  the 
battle  of  Perryville,  Ky.  The  121st  took  part  in  the  skirmish  at  Triune, 
June  3,  1863,  and  in  the  great  battle  of  Chickamauga  Sept.  19th  and 
20th,  1863.  On  the  latter  date  the  regiment  engaged  in  that  memorable 
charge  of  Steddman’s  Division  in  which  they  drove  the  enemy  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet  from  the  field  and  held  it  against  repeated  attacks 
until  the  close  of  the  battle.  The  regiment  also  shared  in  the  battles 
of  Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary  Ridge  and  in  the  march  to  the 
relief  of  Knoxville;  it  then  camped  at  Rossville  until  entering  upon 
the  Atlanta  campaign,  May  2,  1864.  Co.  A  with  three  other  companies 
made  the  charge  on  Buzzards  Roost,  then  shared  in  the^  battle  at  Dalton 
and  from  that  time  on  until  the  fall  of  Atlanta,  Sept.  1,  1864,  was  con¬ 
tinually  under  fire.  It  was  in  the  engagement  at  Resaca  and  at  the 
capture  of  Rome,  Ga. 

At  the  battle  of  Kenesaw  Mountain  the  121st  with  fixed  bayonets 
charged  up  nearly  to  the  breastworks  of  the  enemy  in  an  effort  to  drive 
them  from  their  position.  A  deadly  cross-fire  of  shot,  shell  and  grape 
killed  and  disabled  150  out  of  less  than  400  of  the  regiment,  Company 
A  losing  one  killed  and  seven  wounded. 

On  the  20th  of  July,  1864,  the  121st  routed  the  enemy  and  captured 
his  position  at  Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  on  the  22nd  joined  its  brigade 
and  took  the  advance  in  the  movement  upon  Jonesboro.  On  the  2nd  of 
September,  1864,  Atlanta  surrendered,  and  on  the  6th  the  121st  went 
into  camp  near  the  city.  The  regiment  entered  the  Atlanta  campaign 
with  eighteen  commissioned  officers  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
noncommissioned  officers  and  men.  Four  officers  were  killed  and 
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eight  wounded.  Twenty-two  men  were  killed,  two  hundred  and  five 
wounded  and  one  captured. 

On  the  29lh  of  Sept.,  1864,  the  121st  joined  the  expedition  against 
Forrest’s  rebel  cavalry,  drove  him  across  Tennessee  into  Alabama,  then 
returned  and  marched  in  pursuit  of  Hood’s  army.  The  121st  joined 
General  Sherman  at  Rome,  Ga.,  and  marched  with  his  army  to  the  sea. 
After  the  fall  of  Savannah  the  regiment  moved  through  the  Carolinas 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  engagement  at  Bentonville.  The  regiment 
joined  in  the  march  to  Washington,  was  present  at  the  Grand  Review, 
then  proceeded  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  was  mustered  out  on  the  12th 
of  June,  1865.  One  hundred  and  sixteen  soldiers  had  belonged  to 
Company  A.  Of  these,  twenty-five  died  on  the  field  and  in  the  hospitals, 
and  twenty-seven  were  wounded,  making  a  loss  of  nearly  one-half.  The 
large  number  of  casualties  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  dangerous 
service  rendered  by  Company  A,  121st  0.  V.  I. 

During  the  two  and  one-half  years  James  Suel  was  fighting  in  the 
south,  his  companion  was  fighting  a  hard  battle  in  the  north,  caring 
for  herself  and  the  six  children  previously  mentioned,  but  the  silver 
lining  revealed  itself  when  “‘the  boys  came  marching  home”  and  the 
world  took  on  new  life. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  there  was  born  to  James  Suel  and  Sarah 
Barber  Baldwin,  children  as  follows: 

Clara  Jane,  born  March  23,  1866 

Dora  Isabel,  born  Sept.  3,  1868 

Harvey  Lutrell,  born  Sept.  25,  1871 

Infant  Son,  born  Aug.  23,  1873 

Homer  Charles,  born  Oct.  28,  1874. 

All  were  born  in  Taylor  Township,  Union  County,  Ohio. 

The  infant  son  died  Sept,  23,  1873,  and  is  buried  at  Asbury. 

Homer  Charles  died  July  18,  1885,  and  is  buried  at  Broadway,  Ohio. 

James  Suel  Baldwin  departed  this  life  in  1900  and  is  buried  at 
Broadway,  Ohio.
